To save space the usual introductory paragraphs explaining 
the method of compiling the statistics * are now omitted. 

The main point to note in this connection is that corrections 
for differences in the number of selling days were necessary on 
about one-third of the schedules for December, owing to con- 
siderable differences in practice among the shops as to the number 
of days on which they were closed at Christmas in 1941 and in 
1942. 

INDEX NUMBERS f+ 
(AVERAGE DAILY SALES IN 1937 = 100) 

In peace-time December always produced a very marked 
peak in the sales of all categories of goods, including food, the 
index numbers being considerably above those for any other 
month. This year’s figures show that the influence of Christmas 
shopping still persists, though it is much reduced. Thus the index 
number of 123 for total sales in December was only 14 per cent. 
above the average of the previous 12 months, which is under 
half the peace-time rise. All the districts showed a rise of 
roughly this magnitude except Central London, where it was 
26 per cent. ; this contrast was to be expected, both because of 
the special nature of the Christmas trade in that area (the 
pre-war rise usually exceeding 40 per cent.), and because of its 
progressive recovery. 

Apparel sales normally show the greatest peak, being some 
40 per cent. above the average for the year, but coupon rationing 
has naturally reduced this very sharply. The index number of 
117 was actually only 10 per cent. above the average for the 
previous 12 months—by volume the rise may have been slightly 
greater, as untaxed utility goods are now available in large 
quantities. ‘To some extent, of course, the smallness of the

rise is due to the fact that for six of the preceding 12 months 
the ration was higher, but this influence may be eliminated by 
comparing with the average for June to November. This shows 
a rise of only 13 per cent., compared with 2-4 per cent. in 1941, 
and some 40 to 50 per cent. before the war; even allowing for the 
price factor the Christmas peak has been reduced to no more 
than a third of its normal height. 

Sales of most kinds of household goods are now so closely 
linked to incoming supplies that there is relatively little scope 
for a “‘ Christmas peak,” however great the demand, and at 81, 
the index number was no higher than the average for the previous 
12 months ; prices have risen over the period, so that by volume 
sales must actually have been lower. The trend of this index 
had, however, been downwards, as a result of increasing price 
control and decreasing supplies, so that the December figure 
does reflect a small response, largely from traders’ old stocks, 
to the search for unrationed Christmas presents. The size of 
this should not, however, be judged from the contrast with 
November, which was a month of quite exceptionally low sales. 

The index for non-food merchandise as a whole showed a 
much greater rise (21 per cent.) compared with the preceding 
12 months than either apparel or household goods. The reason 
is, of course, that the other components, notably toys and fancy 
goods (including calendars, etc.) still provide the most important 
element in the purely Christmas trade. To some extent supplies 
were specially reserved for sale in this period, but it was largely 
the high level of prices which served to keep up the value of sales 
of these goods, many of which are subject to purchase tax at the 
double rate. 

The food and perishables index also reached a peak, but the 
increase from the previous average of 114 to 122 in December 
was under half the normal pre-war movement. By far the 
largest increase was that shown by Central and West End 
London, 87 to 127; this is a regular phenomenon, due to the 
high level of café and restaurant sales in department stores 
during the Christmas shopping season, coupled in pre-war

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years at any rate, with extensive purchases cf Christmas fare 
from the West End shops by persons normally buying their food 
locally. For the country as a whole it should be remembered 
that part of the December peak is caused by the fact that food 
sales are concentrated into a smaller number of working days. 


COMPARISON WITH TWELVE MONTHS EARLIER 


December.—Sales as a whole were 1-9 per cent. lower in 
December 1942 than in December 1941 and about 10 per cent. 
lower than in December 1938, even by value. The fall compared 
with 1938 is greater than that recorded for any other month 
owing to the reduced volume of Christmas trade in 1942. The 
only increases on 1941 were in London, where the Central and 
West End area, with an advance of 14-7 per cent., showed that 
its recovery persists, and the Suburbs recorded a rise of 1-9 per 
cent, The decrease in the remaining districts was largest in the 
South of England, 5-8 per cent. As unallocated sales fell by 
5-2 per cent., the district figures probably give too favourable an 
impression. 

Sales of food and perishables, which accounted for about 
56 per cent. of the total, declined in comparison with 1941 for 
the first time since last January. The fall was small, 1-2 per 
cent., and resulted from decreases in the Provincial areas which 
more than offset increases in London and in unallocated sales. 

Sales of other merchandise were 2-8 per cent. below those of 
December 1941 and Central London alone reached a higher level 
than a year ago. The rise of 18-2 per cent. in that area, large 
as it appears, brought turnover to no more than 70 per cent. of 
the corresponding 1938 figure. Other districts showed reductions 
ranging from 1-1 per cent. in Scotland to 7-9 per cent. in the 
Midlands and South Wales, while unallocated sales fell by 9-9 
per cent. Of the specified categories the only one to show an 
increase for the country as a whole was fancy departments, 
for which the rise of 6-5 per cent. by value concealed a substantial 
fall by volume owing to price increases, which have been par- 
ticularly steep for those articles which are most in demand at 
Christmas. Absence of the usual seasonal supplies of sports 
and travel goods, the other main ‘‘ Christmas” category, pro- 
duced a fall of 21 per cent., in which even Central London shared 
to the extent of 9-4 per cent. The declines for the apparel 
categories were all relatively small, the largest being 6-2 per 
cent. for boots and shoes, but furnishing departments and hard- 
ware both showed substantial falls; the contrast between 
the “apparel” and “household” categories has been very 
marked in recent months. For piece-goods the household 
section showed a decline of 32 per cent., but dress materials a 
rise of 41 per cent. 
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The number of coupons reported was about 6 per cent. less 
than a year earlier, Central London being quite exceptional 
with a substantial rise. The average value per coupon was 
rather higher than in December 1941, when it was more depressed 
by seasonal purchases of handkerchiefs, etc., for Christmas 
presents than was the case last year. 

February-December.—Sales for the completed 11 months of 
the trading year were 2-6 per cent. higher.in 1942 than in 1941. 
The only district for which a reduction was recorded was the 
South of England, where the fall amounted to 2-0 per cent. 
The increase in other Provincial areas did not exceed 3 per cent., 
but the two London areas, and particularly the West End, 
recovered considerably from the low levels touched in 1941. 

Food and perishables increased by 3-6 per cent., every district 
sharing in the advance. Other merchandise changed to a smaller 
degree, rising by 1-3 per cent., and the only district increases of 
any size were in London and for unallocated sales. The figure 
for the Central and West End area, 20-6 per cent., was out- 
standing. Of the nine main categories, the only ones to show a 
change of more than 6 per cent. were hardware and sports and 
travel goods, for which restricted supplies produced falls of 
10-9 per cent. and 18-3 per cent. respectively. 


STOCKS ¢ 


The value (at cost) of stocks reported at the end of December 
was 1-4 per cent. lower than a year earlier, this being the first 
fall to be recorded since June. The 1942 figure was about 30 
per cent. higher than the last pre-war December. There was a 


considerable fall in the stocks not allocated to any district (a - 


relatively small proportion of the total) so that the district 
figures are possibly slightly on the high side. The outstanding 
movements were a decrease of 12-3 per cent. for the North-West 
and a rise of 10-7 per cent. in Central and West End London. 
Stocks of food and perishables have substantially exceeded 
the corresponding figures for 1941 for seven months now, the 
December rise amounting to 15-8 per cent. The level was then 
some 75 per cent. above that of December 1938. Other mer- 
chandise declined by 3-8 per cent. from December 1941, but this 
fall still left the value of stocks 25 per cent. above December 
1938. The change from December 1941 varied widely from 
category to category. The largest increase was 37-7 per cent. for 
fancy goods (attributable in the main to price increases) and the

footwear. The fall in the household sub-category of piece-goods 
amounted to 40-4 per cent. Compared with December 1938, 
stocks in most categories are still high in value, but boots and 
shoes and sports and travel goods have both contracted by more 
than 10 per cent. 

The month to month change in apparel stocks, as measured 
by comparing the schedules of retailers who reported stocks for 
both of two adjacent months, is given in the following table, in

As was to be expected, the high level of sales in December, as 
shown by the index numbers for apparel, has produced some 
appreciable reductions in stocks below the November level. 
Much the largest fall was for women’s wear, probably because 
deliveries of this more seasonable type of merchandise were at 
a low level. The movements of stocks appear somewhat larger 
in the table than they really were, because average prices are 
still falling as the proportion of utility goods in stock increases. 








British Postal Trafhe 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the United 
Kingdom from postal traffic per working day in each month from 
January 1941 to December 1942 are shown below. Telegraph and 
telephone receipts, savings bank and money and postal order 
business are excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
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Daily postal receipts in December were the highest yet 
recorded, the rise of about 34 per cent. compared with November 
being some 5 per cent. greater than the seasonal movement in a 
normal year, so that the index number based on the average 
receipts in the corresponding month of 1924-34 (except 1926) 
tose from 148-1 to 156-5. As in 1941, the December index was 
exceeded only in August, when pre-war receipts were considerably 
affected by the holiday period. 

Taking the year as a whole, the volume of postal traffic was 
about 44 per cent. higher than in 1941. Each month recorded 
4n increase, the range being from 3-0 per cent. in August to 5-8 
per cent. in April; the percentage for the earlier months of the 
year were generally higher owing to receipts in the early months 
of 1941 being affected by air raids. 
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Announcements 


Sales by Auction and Tender (Control) 
Order 1943 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Sales by Auction and 
Tender (Control) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 58, price 1d.) 
which comes into operation on 15th March, replacing the Sales 
by Auction (Control) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 816). 

The New Order in addition to bringing sales by Tender under 
control has the following effect :— 

(1) It cancels the General Licence granted by the Chairman 
of the Central Price Regulation Committee to three 
associations of auctioneers enabling their members to 
hold auctions under certain conditions and instead 
requires application to be made to the Local Price 
Regulation Committee for a special licence for auctioning 
certain price-controlled goods. These goods are those 
which are price-controlled under the Goods and Services 
(Price Control) Acts and any goods the production, 
distribution or prices of which are regulated or con- 
trolled by Orders made by the Board of Trade under the 
Defence Regulations. 

(2) Previously any person selling their property by auction 
had to declare before a Justice of the Peace or a Com- 
missioner for Oaths that the goods being auctioned were 
their own personal property. Under the new Order a 
similar declaration is required but is made on a simply- 
worded form and does not have to be declared before a 
Justice of the Peace or a Commissioner for Oaths. 

(3) In future all traders wishing to sell goods by tender must 
apply for a licence. The application should be made to 
the Local Price Regulation Committee except in the 
case of those sales by tender for which a licence under the 
Restriction of Resale Order is also necessary (e.g. the 
sale of his stock by a retailer who is closing down to 
another retailer). In these cases application should be 
made to the Assistant Secretary, Industries and Manu- 
factures Department 1, Board of Trade, Millbank, S.W.1. 

It is also provided by the New Order that where a retailer sells 
goods by tender to another retailer he shall furnish a certificate 
to the buyer showing the lawful price at which he (the seller) 
might have sold the goods by retail on the date of the certificate. 
The Price-Controlled Goods (Sales by Tender) (Maximum Price) 
Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 59, price 1d.) which also comes 
into operation on 15th March, provides that the maximum price 
which a retailer may charge for goods purchased in this way from 
another retailer shall be the price stated in the certificate. 


Additions to the Utility Clothing Schedule 


Under the Cloth (Making up and Use) (No. 18) Directions, 
S. R. & O. 1943 No. 20, the following additions have been made 
to the schedule of utility garments. 

(1) Shirts and pyjamas made from the four-figure cloths. 
The prices for these garments correspond generally, with minor 
adjustments upwards, to the existing prices for these garments 
made from three-figure cloths. Short sleeved shirts have been 
added to the list of garments and cloth No. 3202 to the list of 
cloths from which shirts may be made. 

(2) Men’s, youths’ and boys’ suits and odd garments made 
from cloths Nos. 3200, 3201 and 3203 (cotton trouserings). 
Men’s shorts are included in the list of garments which may be 
made from these cloths, and men’s and youths’ lumberjackets 
have been added to the garments which may be made from 
corduroy cloths Nos. 3106 and 3107. 

(3) Industrial overalls—the new Directions put into effect 
the decision already announced to allow cloth 311 to be made 
into overalls in accordance with the specifications BS/BOT.4, 
for sale at the prices specified in S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1415 (see 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” of Ist August 1942, page 356) 
for the equivalent garments. Women’s overall jackets, for 
which there was no equivalent garment in 8S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1415, are included at the prices specified in S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 2245 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th November 
1942, page 504) for women’s jackets made from similar four- 
figure cloth. 


Increase in Yarn Margins 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of the Cotton 
Industry (No. 40) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 132, price Is.) 
dealing with American type and Egyptian type single yarns, 
the No. 41 Order (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 133, price 7d.) covering 
doubling margins, and the No. 42 Order (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 134, 
price 2d.) dealing with waste yarns. 

The increases provided for in the No. 40 and No. 42 Orders are 
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due mainly to the recent agreements to increase wages in the 
spinning industry and to grant payment for an additional week’s 
holiday. Margins for the various forms of winding yarn are 
increased as well as purely spinning margins. 

In the No. 40 Order provision has been made for a reduction 
in the waste allowance for Egyptian type yarns, but the increase 
in the spinning margins of these yarns is greater than that which 
applies to American type yarns. 

The changes in doubling margins provided in the No. 41 Order 
take account not only of the wages increase but also of an 
investigation of doubling costs by the Committee of Accountants 
which advises the Cotton Controller on the effect of the controlled 
prices. 

The prices of raw cotton are also reduced by Id. per lb. as 
from Ist February in order to prevent the changes in margins 
leading to an increase in the general level of yarn and cloth 
prices. This follows the procedure adopted when yarn prices 
were increased in March 1942. 

Under the cover scheme for spinners announced in August 
1942, differences will be paid by the Control to spinners who are 
long and to the Control by spinners who are short. 

By a Direction (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 140, price Id.) made 
under the No. 40 Order, the figure to which American type yarn 
spinners add controlled margins to arrive at the prescribed price 
of yarn is reduced from 8-90d. to 7-80d. per lb. This takes into 
account the reduction from -15d. to -05d. in the waste loss allow- 
ance. The Direction also provides that Egyptian type yarn 
spinners shall in calculating their mixing costs take the purchase 
price of cctton less 1d. per lb. if the cotton was bought before 
Ist February 1943, but on or after 16th March 1942, and the 
purchase price less 1-50d. per lb. if the cotton was bought before 
16th March 1942, but on or after 13th October 1941. 

The minimum resale price for Egyptian type yarns by mer- 
chants who bought the yarn before Ist February 1943, is the 
purchase price less 1-20d. per Ib. in the case of carded yarns and 
1-40d. per Ib. in the case of combed yarns. 


Headgear Quota 


The quota for supplies of hats and caps during the period 
&th October 1942 to 28th February 1943 has been increased 
from 15 to 19 per cent. by value of supplies in the year 1941. 
The Headwear (No. 3) Directions, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 146) 
give effect to this increase, which has been granted to facilitate 
the transition from the conditions of unrestricted supply obtain- 
ing before October to the new conditions in which supplies are 
severely limited. Moreover, part of the original quota was 
absorbed in the supply of goods already manufactured when the 
restrictions were imposed. The quota for the period beginning 
Ist March has not yet been determined, but it is unlikely to 
exceed the annual rate of 38 per cent. by value previously in 
force for the present period. 


Towels 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence (S. R. & QO. 
1943 No. 86, price 1d.) rating small towels not exceeding 3 square 
feet in area at 2 for 1 coupon instead of 1 coupon each. This 
reduced coupon value will cover most kinds of razor towels, 
lavatory towels and udder cloths. 


More Goods Price-Regulated by the 
Board of Trade 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Prices of Goods (Price- 
Regulated Goods) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 118, price 1d., 
amending the Prices of Goods (Price-Regulated Goods) Order. 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 794, price 1d., and adding to the list 
of goods price-regulated under the Goods and Servives (Price 
Control) Act, 1941, the following articles :— 

Spectacles, lorgnettes, pince-nez and spy glasses, and frames 
and lenses therefor and components parts thereof ; 

Paint and distemper. 

Briefly, this means that in future all traders (manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers) dealing in these articles may only 
increase their prices beyond those ruling on 21st August 1939, 
by the amount representing the actual increase in the costs of 
their business and traders must be prepared to justify any such 
increase. 

It is important to note that the inclusion of these articles in 
the list of price-regulated goods makes them subject also to the 
Restriction of Resale Order (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 6th June 1942, page 280) and the Price-Controlled Goods 
(Invoices) Order (8S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1388, price 1d.). 


Metal Furniture 


Under the Metal Furniture (Control of Manufacture and 
Supply) (No. 2) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 138, price 1d.), 
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the Schedule to the original Metal Furniture Order (see the 
‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” of Ist August 1942, page 355) is 
altered in the following respects :— 

(1) the lighter type of safe for which a licence is not required 
under the Machinery Plant and Appliances Order is 
now controlled as Metal Furniture. 

2) aseptic hospital furniture is no longer excluded from the 
scope of the Order. Manufacturers will now require a 
licence to manufacture and supply aseptic hospital 
furniture and should make application to the Board of 
Trade, Industries and Manufactures Department 4, 
Millbank, S.W.1, enclosing a catalogue or drawings of the 
articles which they wish to manufacture. Licences will 
then be issued to cover the manufacture and supply of 
such articles as are approved by the Board in consulta- 
tion with the Ministry of Health and the Directorate of 
Medical Supplies. ’ 

(3) draughtmen’s adjustable tables and stands are no longer 
subject to control. 






Utility Furniture 
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The Board of Trade have decided to include in the range of 
utility articles a second cot, similar in its general appearance to 
the original utility model, but having a rod-type drop-side 
fitting.

Hearth Furniture 





The manufacture and supply by manufacturers of hearth 
furniture is prohibited on and after Ist February 1943, except 
under licence from the Board of Trade under the Hearth 
Furniture (Control of Manufacture and Supply) Order, 1943 
(S. R. & O. 1943 No. 125, price 1d.). Applications for licénces 
should be addressed to The Assistant Secretary, Board of Trade, 
Industries and Manufactures, [V, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 

As already announced, licences will not be given for the 
manufacture and supply of any forms of Hearth Furniture other 
than those listed in the Specification BS/BOT No. 16 issued by 
the British Standards Institution. The items covered include 
tongs, pokers, fireguards, hearth shovels, trivets and frets. Curbs 
are not included because they are covered by the Utility Furni- 
ture Scheme. Specifications may be obtained from the British 
Standards Institution, 28 Victoria Street, London, 8.W.1, price 6d. 
Manufacturers may apply for licences to complete the manufac- 
ture and to supply any other article of Hearth Furniture, the 
manufacture of which was begun before 10th January 1943, 
Licences will not normally be given, however, for the completion 
of semi-fabricated goods made wholly or partially of non-ferrous 
metals unless the non-ferrous metals are used only for the pur- 
pose of plating. 





Control of Wiping Rags 


The Control of Rags (No. 2) (Wiping Rags) Order, 1943 
(S. R. & O, 1943 No. 137, price 1d.) made by the Minister of 
Supply, which comes into force on 8th February 1943, amends 
the Control of Rags (No. 1) (Wiping Rags) Order, 1942 (see the 
‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 31st October, 1942, page 479). 
Under the latter Order the maximum additional margin allowed 
for sales by merchants was fixed at 5 per cent. of the manu 
facturer’s maximum price. The new Order raises this maximum 
percentage addition to 10 per cent. so as to cover sales by 
merchants who hold stocks, break bulk, ete. 

The maximum weight of bags, wrapping or covering which 
may be included in the gross weight is now reduced from 8 per 
cent. to 5 per cent. 

The amending Order also substitutes a new Schedule for the 
First Schedule included under the No. 1 Order. Part 1 of the 
new Schedule is the same as for the No. 1 Order except that the 
maximum price of £117 per ton for white mutton cloths now 
relates to cloths free from loading material and a new maximull 
price for loaded mutton cloths is included at £70 per ton 
Part 2 of the new Schedule fixes maximum prices for wiping rag 
made from new material.

Directorate of Dyeing 
and Cleaning Services

capacity will be to assist the Director of Dyeing and{Cleaning 
Services in the local administration of the Dyeing and Cleaning 
(Control) Orders, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
5th October 1942, page 451, and 7th November 1942, page 489). 

The addresses of the Regional Directors of Dyeing and Cleaning 
Services are the same as those of the Regional Controllers of 
Factory and Storage Premises. 


Laundry Services 


A meeting of the Central Advisory Committee on Laundry 
Services, held at Neville House on 26th January, with the 
Director in the Chair, was largely concerned with considering the 
means to be employed for the laundry industry to contribute its 
quota to the general release of workers from less essential indus- 
tries to direct war work. The plan adopted entails, at any rate 
as a first step, a review of the Jabour position on a regional basis, 
and from the results of these regional investigations the Direc 
torate will obtain information on which to base their plan for the 
imposition of such restrictions on civilian laundry as may be found 
necessary. 


Miscellaneous Goods-—Prohibition Order 


The Board of Trade have made the Miscellaneous Goods 
(Prohibition of Manufacture and Supply) (No. 3) Order, 1943 
(8S. R. & O. 1943 No. 149, price 1d.). This Order supersedes the 
Miscellaneous Goods (Prohibition of Manufacture and Supply) 
Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of Ist August 
1942, page 355), which prohibited the manufacture and supply 
of a Jarge range of inessentials. It makes certain clarifications of 
the definitions of the controlled goods and contains one addition 
—the prohibition of the manufacture, and supply by manufac- 
turers, of shoe collars (or shoe bracelets). Any licences, issued 
under the first Order, which were in force on 31st January 1943, 
continue to be valid, including not only certain licences issued to 
individual manufacturers but also the General Licence relating 
to tin-plated steel spoons and forks (see the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 5th December 1942, page 527). 


Bankruptcy Appointments 


The Board of Trade have appointed Mr, Arthur Harold Ward’ 
0.B.E. to be Official Receiver in Bankruptcy, and Mr. William 
James Davies to be Deputy Official Receiver in Bankruptcy for 
the Bankruptcy Districts of the County Courts holden at Chester, 
Wrexham, Bangor, Portmadoe and Festiniog with effect from 
Ist February 1943. 

From that date the Official Receiver will function from the 
Friends Meeting House, Hunter Street, Liverpool.

Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) 
(No. 19) Order 
GENERAL LICENCE 

A General Licence (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 130) has been made by 
the Board of Trade, and will shortly be available, in connection 
with ex-quota supplies to certain privileged organisations. The 
principal changes as compared with the previous arrangements 
are that :— 

(1) The power to make ex- quota purchases is confined to 
named officials of the various organisations, and to 
other persons specifically authorised by the organisa- 
tions concerned ; but the headquarters of the organisa- 
tions will be responsible for seeing that the total value 
of the orders does not exceed an amount agreed with the 
Board of Trade. 

(2) Orders must always be placed in a form indicated in the 
General Licence. These may be placed with unregistered 
as well as with registered persons. If placed with the 
former, replacement will be made by the registered 
suppliers if the order form is properly signed. 

(3) The arrangements hitherto in operation for ex-quota 
supplies of goods in Class 9c to ships’ stores dealers will 
be cancelled as from Ist February 1943, as adequate 
supplies of such goods are being made available by the 
Merchant Navy Supply Association. As a consequence 
of purchasing by the M.N.S.A. the form 8.25.A. will 
not be valid for ex-quota supplies in respect of Class 9c 
goods as from Ist February 1943.

British Standard Specifications 


IDENTIFICATION OF PIPES, CONDUITS, 
AND CABLES IN BUILDINGS 

As a result of representations made to the Institution that the 
scheme of identification laid down in the 1935 edition of the 
above British Standard was not easy of application, the Com- 
mittee of the British Standards Institution responsible for its 
preparation have made a. careful review of the comments 
received, and in consequence a new edition of the Specification 
has just been published. 

A modified scheme, in which the identification letters are 
painted, in a colour contrasting with the basic colour, on the 
pipe itself, has been substituted for the shaped metal discs 
required by the original scheme to be attached to the pipe. 

The basic colours for the different services remain the same, 
except in the case of some of the sub-divisions of water—about 
which most comment was received. 

The system of lettering has been modified so that the first 
letter of the combination indicates the service, e.g., ‘“ AIR- 
vacuum ” is indicated by the letters AV, “Cold WATER-Town 
Main” by WCT. 

The scheme is intended for application to all types of buildings, 
except chemical works, for which a special scheme (see B.S. 457, 
Identification of Chemical Pipe Lines) already exists. 

In the many schemes for post-war building this specification 
should prove of great use to those responsible for the planning 
of the various services required in such buildings.

Warne’s Wages and Overtime Calculator, by H. 8S. Stillwell. 
Published by Frederick Warne & Co. Ltd., London and New

This publication has been compiled to meet a demand for a 
simplified system of working out total wages to be paid for time 
and overtime for the different schedules prevailing in many 
trades and industries. 

The body of the work consists of wages calculations giving 
rates of wages from 1/40th to 100 hours at 3d. to 3s. per hour. 

The overtime chart at the end of the book has been prepared 
to simplify the methods of calculating overtime by means of an 
hourly values method, which gives a fine degree of accuracy in 
working out total wages to be paid, including overtime. 

The chart shows overtime rates reduced to normal hours for 
time plus 1/10th to double time, and for percentage increases 
from 10 per cent. to 100 per cent., an example being given. 

The overtime chart should be used in conjunction with the 
wages calculator, an example being given.

MARKING OF GOODS: 
YARNS, TISSUES AND MADE-UP ARTICLES 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires 
has forwarded a copy and translation of a Decree (No. 126992 of 
7th August, 1942) and effective 240 days from that date,’which 
modifies Decree No. 28143 of 5th April 1939, published in the 
“‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 4th May 1939, regarding regula- 
tions for the identification and description of yarns, tissues and 
made-up goods imported into Argentina. A translation of the 
principal articles of the Decree, affecting United Kingdom 
exporters of these goods, is given below :— 

Article 1.—It is understood for the purpose of the proper 
identification of yarns, tissues and made-up goods, both locally 
produced and imported, whether on the labels or when adver- 
tising, both in writing and verbally, that the following applies :- 


I. NaturaL FrIBres 


Hair : the cylindrical filament, slender, of a horny or corneous 
nature which grows in the pores of the skin of practically 
all mammals. It would be necessary to identify the 
animal species, e.g., goat hair, camel hair, rabbit hair, 
which, for the sake of simplicity, could be described as 
goat, camel, rabbit. In the case of the llama, the buffalo 
or the guanaco, these could be called “ llama,” “‘ buffalo ” 

“ guanaco,” exclusively. If necessary, the breed of 
the animal could also be indicated. 

Wool : the hair of the fleece which covers the bodies of sheep, 
the vicuna, the alpaca or Angora goat. By “ wool,” 
without further definition, is understood sheep’s wool, 
the breed of the animal being indicated, if necessary, 
e.g., merino wool. The wool of the vicuna, alpaca or 
Angora goat can also be labelled “ vicuna,” “ alpaca ”’ 
and “ mohair ” or “ Angora,” respectively. 

Noils (Blus) : the product which comes off on combing 
the wool ; 

Wool Waste (Borra de lana) : 
off on carding the virgin wool ; 

Shoddy (Lana regenerada): the product obtained 
through the tearing up of new or old rags or cuttings.

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Silk : the fibre produced by the worm of the species ““ Bombix 
mori” and other similar species. 
Silk Waste (Borra de seda): the waste obtained from 
the throwing of silk. 
Flax (lino) : the fibre obtained from the stem of the flax plant. 
Cotton : the fibre which covers the seed of the plants denomi- 
nated “‘ Gossypium,” in its several species and varieties. 
Cotton Waste (Borra de algodén): the card waste, 
sweepings, etc., which fall from the opening machinery 
(motes) and linters which remain on the cotton seed 
after it has been ginned. 
Cédnamo (hemp) : the fibre obtained from the stem of the plant 
known as “ Cannavis sativa.” 
the fibre derived from the plant called “‘ Corchorus 
capoularis,” and ‘‘ Corchorus olitorius.” 
Sisal : the fibre derived from the leaf of the “‘ Agave sisalana.” 
Ramie (Ramio) : the fibre obtained from the stem of the species 
‘“* Bohemeria Nivea.”

II. ARTIFICIAL FIBRES 


Rayon : the fibre obtained through an industrial process from 
cellulose, whatever the manner of manufacture may be 
(acetycellulose, nitrocellulose, viscose, etc.). It shall 
be called Cut Rayon ; when the product is used divided 
into small lengths. 

Casein fibres : or simply casein is the fibre prepared with a 
basis of the albuminoidea substance of milk. 

Article 2.—On the labels or in advertisements, these descrip- 
tions, their translations into other languages, as well as words 
derived and composed from them and fancy names invented 
from them, can only be used to distinguish products which are 
in fact manufactured with these materials, without suggesting 
that they contain larger quantities than they actually do; nor 
may graphical descriptions likely to cause similar confusions be 
used. Therefore, if the products are not manufactured with 
“wool,” terms such as “lainette,” artificial wool, synthetic 
wool, etc., cannot be used ; if the products are not manufactured 
with silk, such descriptions as artificial silk, sedalina, etc., cannot 
be used. With the exception of the provisions of Article 6, the 
word “linen” (hilo) may only be used in advertising as applying 
to articles made of “ flax” (lino) exclusively ; in labelling, the 
term “hilo” (linen) may only be used when accompanied by 
the word “ lino ”’ (flax) appearing in letters of the same character 
and size. The term flax linen (hilo de lino) may also be used. 

Article 3.—The expressions ‘“ Noils” (blus) and ‘ Wool 
waste ” (borra de lana), “ silk waste ’’ (borra de seda), “‘ cotton 
waste’ (borra de algodén), and “ cut rayon” (rayon cortado) 
will be used to distinguish the corresponding raw materials. 
After these raw materials have been transformed into yarns, 
fabrics, or made-up goods, the first two will be described as 
* wool,” the third as “ silk,’ the fourth as ‘‘ cotton”’ and the 
last as “rayon.” In cloths and made-up goods manufactured 
from or with shoddy yarn (lana regenerada), the raw material 
must always be identified by this name. 

Article 4.—Yarns, fabrics and made-up goods must be labelled 
in accordance with their quality :— 

1. Naming all materials used in their composition, assigning 

to these similar lettering in order of importance giving the 

percentage corresponding to each component although 
mention may be omitted where the content is less than 

10% except in the case of yarns and fabrics in imitation 

of cotton or wool, when the declaration of all fibres and 

their corresponding percentages is obligatory even where 

the content is less than 10%. 

2. The system explained above may be replaced by the follow- 
ing, except in the case of yarns and fabrics resembling 
cotton and wool : 

(a) The expressions ‘‘ Pure” (puro), “ All” (todo) or 
similar words may be used followed by the name of 
the fibre when manufactured with 100% of such fibre. 

(6) The fibre, without qualifications may be named, when 
its content is not less than 90%, for example: silk, 
jute, flax. If the predominant fibre is sheep’s wool, it is 
compulsory to name afterwards the other component 
preceded by the word with (con), such as: wool with 
silk ; wool with cotton.

(c) The name of the fibre must be preceded by the term § 


“mixture of” (mezcla de) or after it “ mixture” 
(mezcla) if the content is over 50% and less than 90%, 
e.g., “ mixture of wool” or “ wool mixture” (mezcla de 
lana o lana mezcla), “ ilore of cotton”? or “ cotton 
mixture” (mezcla de algodén o algodén mezcla). Tf 
another fibre is included in a proportion of not less than 
35% it can be named, such as “ mixture of cotton with 
silk” (mezcla de algodén con seda). 

(d) The words “ mixture of ” (mezcla de) must be followed 
by the names of both fibres in cases in which the content 
of each is 50%; they must be separated by the con- 
junction “and” (y). For example: “ mixture of wool 
and cotton” (mezcla de lana y algodén); “* mixture of 
silk and rayon” (mezcla de seda y rayon). 


” 
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(e) Articles in which no component reaches 50% will be 
classified as “‘ mixed ”’ (mixtos). 

In woollen fabrics there will be a 5% tolerance over the 
minima fixed in clauses (a) and (b) when dealing with fibres 
introduced for decorative purposes. 

In the case of clause (a) the total tolerance may reach 
10%. 

Article 5.—The percentages ‘stipulated above will be reckoned 
by weight of the finished product, the composition of the selv- 
edges will not be taken into account; nor will be taken into 
account for that matter, the nature of the material or cloth 
which it may be necessary to add for the purpose of making 
linings, trimmings, decorations, backings, buttons, etc. Nor, in 
the case of silk, rayon or cotton hosiery, will the welt or cuff 
(puiio), turnover, backings and sole of foot be considered in 
determining the percentage of their composition: “ woollen 
hosiery reinforced with cotton ” (medias de lan con refuerzo de 
algodén) may be labelled as such. 


Article 6.—In the case of carded or combed fibres, mercerised 
yarns, prepared, gassed or twisted, this may be stated although 
this last denomination may only be used for those made up of 
not less than two mercerised threads, or cloths. Knitted gar- 
ments manufactured with yarns of two or more combed cotton 
threads, mercerised or prepared, with the minimum twists, 
calculated on the twofold basis as set out in the following table 
may be described as “‘ cotton yarn” (hilo de algodén) or “ pure 
cotton yarn”’ (hilo de puro algodén) so long as the words are 
on a single line and in lettering of equal size :—

Article 7.—The origin of imported fabrics and made-up goods 
which in the future are dyed, stamped, bleached, decatizados, 
sized or raised in Argentina, will be shown stating in each case 
the country in which they were manufactured, and the processes 
carried out in this country or simply stating ‘“ Finished in 
Argentina ” (Terminado en Argentina). 

Article 8.—The labelling of locally manufactured yarns, 
fabrics or made-up goods must be in the national language but 
it is permissible to add after them the translations which are 
deemed convenient, except when the goods are for export, in 
which case they can be drafted in any language. On goods 
imported from countries where Spanish, French, English, 
German, Italian or Portuguese are spoken, the labelling must 
be shown in the language of the country of origin or in Spanish. 
If they come from countries where languages other than thosé 
already named are spoken, these indications must appear 
translated into Spanish on the following line. 


Article 9.—The markings required by Law No. 11275,* its 
regulatory decrees and these regulations will be given as fellows : 


‘ I. Goops FoR SALE TO THE PUBLIC 


In THREADS AND YARNS FoR SEWING, EMBROIDERING AND 
WRAVING : 


(a) When these are on reels, on labels affixed to one of the 
ends ; 

(6) When in bobbins, on labels held by the end of the yarn, 
over the curved surface of the bobbins ; 

(c) When they are in skeins, on the circular labels aftixed to 
cardboard discs and placed in one of the ends of the 
centre hole ; 

(d) When they are in hanks, on paper bands affixed in the 
manner of a ring or in well visible labels attached to the 
yarn ; 

(e) ion from such labelling on each unit of sale, the same 
inscriptions must be shown on the larger boxes or bundles 
indicating the total number of units these contain. 


In CLoTHS OR FBRICs : 

(f ) In pieces, or fractions of pieces which are put up for sale, 
the country of origin and the quality of the fabric must 
be shown by means of easily visible labels, affixed or hang- 
ing; or by a readily visible stamp. The markings on 
the labels must be printed, by a rubber stamp, or type- 
written ; if the origin or quality is given in this way, it 
is permissible to give the composition of cloth as stipu- 
lated in Article 4 in writing in ink. Likewise it is admis- 
sible not to put markings on samples, if, when the goods 
sold against these samples are delivered, they bear the 
corresponding markings by means of labels or the markings 
are given in the invoice or sales note.

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(g) Tissues which are imitations of wool or cotton must be 
embroidered or stamped with the country of origin and 
the quality of the cloth throughout the length of each 
piece at least every three metres. If it is desired these 
markings can be given alternately every metre and a half. 

Ix Mapr- up Goops IN Serres 

(hk) Each piece which is sold retail must be labelled in the 
manner stipulated in paragraph (f). The origin of any 
component of the article can be shown after the country 
of origin and marked in the same manner but less con- 
spicuously, such as ‘“INDusTRIA ARGENTINA—tela 
inglesa ’ (ARGENTINE INDUSTRY—English cloth). 

If various pieces form a whole it will be enough to label 
the principal one ; or any one if they are equal, especially 
the most visible item ; or the bundle or general packing. 
If the garment carries a mark or commercial name the 
country of origin must be shown following it; but if 
the mark and commercial name are shown in separate 
places or one of these is repeated elsewhere the origin 
must be given following the more conspicuous label. 


In MapkE-uP Goops MADE TO MEASURE OR ORDER: 

(i) When the buyer can find out the quality of the pieces used 
according to how the samples are labelled or by selecting 
the cloth from pieces or lengths which are labelled, it will 
be sufficient to show the origin in the manner specified in 
paragraph (h); should this not be the case, the pieces 
must be labelled strictly in accordance with that para- 
graph. 

In HostEry : 

(j) The origin and quality of hosiery must be stamped with a 
seal or transfer at least in one stocking of each pair; the 
origin must be shown on the principal face of the rider 
ticket if the merchandise is sold with them. In hosiery 
termed “ circular hose,” manufactured from cotton waste, 
carded cotton, combed or mercerised up to count 40 
inclusive, cotton and wool mixture of low quality count, 
cotton and wool waste, and ordinary wool, or when, 
owing to the class of the textile or the tone of its colouring, 
the stamped or transferred lettering are not visible, the 
identification will be considered satisfactory if it gives 
on the principal face of the rider ticket the origin and 
quality ; or on a tag affixed to one stocking of each pair 
if rider tickets are not used. In the same form the origin 
and quality must be shown in hosiery which carry the 
mark stamped or transferred. 

In hosiery imported in a raw state, the indication of 
origin must be made by means of a stamp or transfer in 
an indelible manner, so that it does not lose its visibility 
after being dyed. 


II. Yarns INTENDED FoR FAcToRIES 


(k) It will be sufficient to label the exterior packing or bundle 
of each unit of sale. 


IV. GENERAL PROVISIONS 


(m) The Directorate of Supply, Industry and Commerce can 
dictate the resolutions it may deem convenient to apply 
to situations not specially contemplated in this Article or 
to clear up doubts which may arise in its interpretation. 


Article 10.—It will not be permitted to make verbal or written 
advertising regarding yarns, fabrics or made-up goods, nor place 
posters or inscriptions in show windows or in the interior of 
business houses which induce confusion, error or deceit in respect 
of the origin, quality, dimensions and other characteristics of 
the merchandise and its use. 


Article 11.—A period of 240 days as a maximum is granted for 
compliance with these regulations. Up to the end of that 
period the regulations established in Decree No. 28143 of 
5th April 1939 may continue in use but its text will be replaced 
by this decree at the end of that period. Goods introduced 
into this country or those having left the factories before the 
date of issue of this decree, which are not in accordance with 
these regulations, or with those which this decree modify will 
not be considered as committing a contravention. 

In so far as advertising is concerned, the decree will be applied 
as from this date. For that reason, in future, rayon cloth may 
not be advertised as artificial silk, vegetable silk or rayon silk, 
nor may cloth made of cotton yarn be advertised as linen (hilo), 
etc. 


Article 13.—These regulations are entirely independent of the 
classification regulations which have been adopted or which may 
be adopted in the future by the customs authorities for the 
importation of cloths, yarns and made-up goods. 


Article 14.—If while despatching merchandise the customs 
authorities prove or suspect non-compliance with the provisions 
of this decree in the case ofimported merchandise, they will 
immediately bring the facts to the knowledge of the Directorate 
of Supply, Industry and Commerce. The latter will take the 
necessary action to ensure that the goods are put in proper 
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condition or will demand their re-export after imposing the 
relevant penalties on the persons trying to introduce the goods 
in defiance of the provisions of this decree. The Directorate can 
also authorise the importation of merchandise insufficiently 
labelled, when jt is destined for private depots, and the goods 
will remain under its control until they are put into proper 
condition. The same procedure can be adopted upon the 
request of the importers. 

Article 15.—Persons contravening the provisions of this decree 
shall be liable to the penalties established in Article 8 of 
Law 11275,* the goods being retained until they are put in the 
condition required by these regulations.

British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given : 

Madras, 16th January. Crops are fair except in the Deccan. 

Bibar, 19th January. Crops are fair. The harvesting of 
winter paddy is going on. 

Orissa, 18th January. The threshing of paddy and crushing 
of sugarcane is going on. Wheat and linseed are thriving. 

Punjab, 18th January. Crops are average to above average. 

Central Provinces, 15th January. Slight crop damage has been 
done. The picking of cotton and threshing of paddy are pro- 
gressing. 

Assam, 25th January. Crop prospects are favourable. 

Bengal, 20th January. ‘Tillage is going on and the threshing 
of winter paddy is progressing.—T'rade Commissioner for India in 
London.

PACKING OF FOOD AND INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTS 
The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has issued regulations 
limiting the quantity, variety and size of containers to be used 
during the twelve months ended 30th September 1943, for the 
packaging of many types of food and industrial products. For 
example, apricots, peaches, pears and plums may be packed to 
the limit of the quantities available in tin plate, but only in 
certain standardised sizes and no small individual cans are to be 
prepared. On the other hand cherries and rhubarb, although 
they can be packed in tin plate, are restricted to 75 per cent. of 
the 1941 pack by total weight. Certain vegetables which cannot 
be kept for winter use in their natural state nor be dried with 
any success, can be packed in tin plate up to the limit of available 
supplies. These vegetables include corn, peas, tomatoes, tomato 
juice and spinach. Other vegetables are restricted to certain 
percentages of the pack in 1941. Carrots and beets, which can 
be stored in their natural state and baked beans cannot be 
packed in tin plate at all, nor may imported fruits and vegetables 
be canned in tin plate. There is no limit on the packing of fish 
products which are usually canned except fish paste, but meats 
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and meat preparations are restricted to certain percentages of 
the 1941 pack. Condensed milk for export is not limited and the 
domestic pack is to be 100 per cent. Paints and varnish materials, 
printing inks and many other products may be packed without 
limit but only in certain sizes and in terne or black plate. 
Medical supplies such as chloroform, ether, blood plasma, etc., 
can be packed in tin plate. 


RESEARCH FOR SUBSTITUTES 


The restrictions in use of tin plate and similar ones imposed 
in the United States have greatly stimulated research for sub- 
stitutes. This research has been complicated by the fact that 
limited machinery is available for the making of new types of 
packages, and that the new packages must fit the present machi- 
nery in the manufacturer’s plant, as no new packing machinery 
will be made during the war. It is reported that a fibre board 
can with black plate ends has been developed, which can be 
made and handled on existing packaging machinery. These 
containers are suitable for the packaging of so-called dry pro- 
ducts, that is spices, baking powder, cheese, etc. In other words, 
there are food products that do not, generally speaking, require 
heat sterilisation or hermetical sealing. It has recently been 
reported, however, that these fibre cans are suitable to some 
forms of pressure cooking where immersion in water is not part 
of the process. 

Great interest has been centred on the substitution of glass 
containers. These containers have many intrinsic advantages 
and their greatest disadvantage is fragility. 

The cut in the use of fcil wrappings is even more than that in 
tin plate. Made principally of tin or aluminium, these foils 
disappeared as soon as the metals became scarce. They have 
been replaced to a considerable extent by a variety of types of 
waxed papers. 

An older and still valuable form of packaging, the bag, has 
also had its ups and downs. Burlap bags, usually lined in 
cotton, have been in use for many years for bulk transfer of wool, 
sugar, flour, etc. Supplies of burlap, which come from India, 
are now under rigid control in both Canada and the United 
States and must be utilised only for essential war purposes. 
Wood is playing a more important role. In former days, wood 
was practically the only available storage material and barrels 
and boxes the principal means of storage. The cooperage 
industry is now working to full capacity but it, too, is threatened 
by shortages. The paper and paperboard industries are facing 
the same situation. Shortage of labour to cut pulpwood, short- 
ages of men and electric power in the pulp mills, threaten more 
severe curtailment of pulp products. 

Manufacturers packing their goods in paperboard cartons have 
already introduced many economies in the weight, size and 
decoration of their packages and further reductions are in 
prospect. More items are now packed in the same box, pro- 
viding substantial savings in shipping space as well as in con- 
tainer material.—Royal Bank of Canada, Montreal.

United States of America 
PROGRESS OF WAR INDUSTRIES 


The decline in deliveries of merchant ships in October last was 
followed by a slight increase in November, with 84 vessels 
completed as against 81 a month earlier. The November total 
includes two ships of special types for the armed forces, a class 
of construction to which a considerable proportion of the mer- 
chant shipbuilding facilities has been temporarily diverted. 

A rearrangement of schedules of machine tool manufacturers 
in order to spread the work and reduce excessive backlogs of 
orders has been undertaken by the War Production Board. 
Examination has shown that some companies have orders that 
could not be filled for two years or more, while others are booked 
ahead for only a few weeks. The redistribution of work is 
expected to accelerate the delivery of some tools for which the 
need is critical. 

Some striking results of intensified efforts and plant conver- 
sions in the steel industry have been revealed by the War Pro- 
duction Board. Although the industry as a whole has been 
operating virtually at capacity for many months and sharp 
gains in total production have accordingly been impossible, 
the output of some special types have increased very rapidly. 
The total production of alloy steel in October last was 60 per 
cent. greater than the monthly average for a year earlier and 
was equal to five times the pre-war peak. Steel plate production 
was almost double the comparable figure a year earlier, with the 
gain accounted for almost entirely by the conversion of con- 
tinuous strip mills the peace-time suppliers of the automobile 
and other industries—to the production of plates for ships, 
tanks and other military construction.
